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How We Ca tc h Cold

Epidemics of Bronchitis 


In an orphanage which houses 
365 children, sudden outbreaks of 
acute bronchitis occurred when the 
children pla y ed on a large clay 
field during dry weather. The epi­ 
demics arose only during rainless 
periods when the field wa# cov­ 
ered with finely pulverized dust. 
1 
A ty pical case would often last 
two weeks. The principal sy m p­ 
tom 
was 
ex plosive, 
intractable 
coughing, which brought up very 
little sputum. The temperature 
often reached 101 degrees, and the 
acute 
sy mptoms 
subsided 
only 
when the child was put to bed. 
This indicates a factor in all 
acute nose and chest infections 
tha t has sort of been lost sight of 
during recent y ears. Our "anti- 
a pitting” ca mpaign has been for­ 
gotten. All the emphasis on the 
contagiousness of colds and tuber­ 
culosis and pneumonia has been 
put on personal contact and prox ­ 
imity to a person who has kueh an 
infection, and the possibilities of 
air infection have been glossed 
over. 
, 
Sneezing Emphasized 


Every body 
nowaday s, 
when 
talking about the contagion of the 
common 
cold. 
emphasizes 
the 
sneezing. We arc shown pictures 
of an unrestrained sneezer at the 
height of his parox y sm, blowing 
particle* as far as 12 feet from his 
nose, a t a muzzle velocity of 150 
feet a second. But the old ‘‘Do not 
■pit on the floor” signs have all 
disappeared. 
In sprea ding colds, there must 
be many elements involved, and I 
have no doubt tha t the sneeze is 
responsible for its full share. But 
wha t drops on floors and streets 
a lso play s a part. In an army ex ­ 
periment it was shown that bar­ 
racks floors treated with spindle 
oil in an a ttempt to reduce respira­ 
tory infections showed an inci­ 
dence of colds among the residents 
of 7 per 1,000, while in untreated 


barracks the incidence wa* 38 por 
1,000. 
Any one who a ttempts to ex plain 
the spread and conta giousness of 
colds must ta ke account of tho 
fundamental nature as shown in 
the name “ colds.” 
They occur in cold weather in 
overwhelming majority . W hy ? It 
ca n’t be entirely cold wea ther or 
ex posure. Nobody , or at lea st very 
few, in our humanitaria n day and 
age a ctua lly get chilled a t their 
work to the point of shock or low­ 
ered resistance. 


Airtight Rooma 


Part of it must be tha t in the 
winter we are closed up too much 
in air tight rooms and buildings. 
Here the result* of sneezing and 
coughing 
and 
spitting 
have 
a 
chance to dry out and floa t around 
in the atmosphere, and we breathe 
them in just as the children on the 
dusty pla y grounds breathed in the 
dust. Only instead of being non­ 
organic dust, that did harm only 
in a mechanical wa y , these par­ 
ticles are germs which grow and 
multiply in a nice warm place, 
aided by the circumstances that 
every particle of immunity y our 
nose might have had has been 
dried out in the temperature at 
which we keep our houses, fa c­ 
tories, stores and office buildinga 
these day s. 
Possibly the ex posure of cold 
weather, very probably the chill­ 
ing of the surface of the body 
which comes from a good wetting, 
reduces resistance so that one is 
not in a position to fight cold 
germs and pneumonia. But the fa ­ 
miliar warning: “ Button up y our 
overcoat; do y ou want to catch 
y our dea th? ” is not necessarily 
highly scientific. 
The factors which cause us to 
catch cold are at least so numer­ 
ous and so complex tha t they can’t 
be solved just by ta king a few 
shots in the arm. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 


H. M.:» -What is meant by the 
lack of thy roid, the cause and how 
may it be corrected ? 
Answer: The thy roid gland may 
be atrophied a t birth (cretinism), 
or it may gradually atrophy a fter 
middle a ge especia lly in women 
(my x oedema ). The sy mptoms ara 
increase in weight, a peculiar in­ 
filtration of the tissues under the 
skin, a sense of cold, dry ness of the 
skin 
and 
mental 
sluggishness. 
Both forms can be successfully 
treated by supply ing thy roid gland 
in a dry or powdered form b f 
mouth.
